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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Newly submitted claims 7-1 3 and 15-21, are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claims 7 and 16, are drawn to a loudspeaker comprising a basket (80) 
constructed on non-sound-reflective material and further including a perforated metal 
cover(78) as illustrated in figures 12-13; 

Claims 8 and 15, are drawn to a loudspeaker comprising a wire coil wherein the 
adjacent windings of the wire are spaced substantially between seventy-five to one 
hundred fifty percent of the wire's diameter, as illustrated in figure 5; 

Claims 11-13 and 19-21, are drawn to a rearwardly extending enclosure (114) for 
the acoustic driver which terminates in a direction generally opposite of the acoustic 
driver, as illustrated in figures 14 and 15; and 

Claims 9,10,17 and 18, are drawn to cooling fins mounted to the magnet 
assembly, as illustrated in figure 16. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention of figures 7 and 8, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, 
claims 5-13 and 15-21 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b)the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 4 and 1 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mauz (US 
3,632,904). 

Regarding claims 4 and 14, Mauz teaches a loudspeaker comprising: a 
diaphragm (8); a magnet assembly (1,2,3) defining a cylindrically-shaped flux gap 
(shown); inner (7) and outer (6) concentric metal rings, reading on "an inner and outer 
thermally conductive, cylindrically-shaped metal sleeves disposed within the air gap"; 
and a wire coil (5) coupled to the diaphragm (see, column 2, lines 40-42) and disposed 
within the flux gap between the metal rings (6,7), the metal rings remaining stationary 
relative to the magnet assembly during reciprocation of the coil within the flux gap. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Grau (US 5,381,483) teaches conductive rings within the flux gap. 
Ikeda (US 4,289,937) teaches conductive rings within the flux gap. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
